‘Novelist. Declares 


ATTACKS PRISONS 


Federal 
“Pen” at Atlanta, Ga., Is 
a“Living Hell.” 


SAYS MEN ARE STARVED. 


Atlanta. Ga., Oct. 15.—[Special.]J—Julian 
Hawthorne, the novelist, a free man today 
after serving a term in the Atlanta federa! 
penitentiary, told a siartling story of his 
life as a convict, in which he called the At. 
lanta prison a living bell and said Warden 
Moyer was “unfit.” Hawthorne arraigned 
conditions in the penitentiary as repressive, 
cruel, and the equal of the most lurid de- 
scriptions in fiction. 

“They are starving men in the name of 
economy,” he said. 

Dr. W. J. Morton of New York, Haw- 
thorne’s friend and fellow prisoner, who was 


released with him, nodded his head in cor- 
roboration. 


Rigid Punishment in “Hale.” 

“O, yes, you hear of the clean Cells in 
which the prisoners sleep.“ Hawthorne eaic 
But you never hear of the hole.’ do you? 
For the slightest fault, sometimes for 
breaking a plate, sometimes for a little more 
or less, a prisoner is sent to the hole,“ a 
place under the main building for éolitary 
confinement. There the heat is terrific at 
times and the stench is bad. There some 
prisoners are chained by their wrists and ) 


held thus, with arms upstretched, for hours 
And sometimes confinement in the ‘hole’ 
is for days.“ 

But the element of hell te in the feed- 
ing,” he continued. There has never a | 
man gone into the prison but who undergoes | 
a steady deterioration; maybe slow, but | 
always sure. The doctor will tell you that 

“And the treatment is always that of | 
beasts or criminals,’’ Hawthorne went on. | 
“There are always the guards and the 
rifles, giving the public the impression that 
the men In prison are wild men or despera. 
does. And now and then men are clubbed fo: 
little or nothing. 


Hawthorne Well Treated. 

„ Personally, Dr. Morton and I have noth- 
ing to complain of; we were given pleasant 
work and came out in good condition, but 
the prison is a living hell to most of the con- 
victs. 

“Frobably no one knows of the solitary 
confinement cells and the use to which they 
are put. 

Did you hear of the riot that the prisoners 
started over their feeding? The public heard 
that it was over in a few minutes. It was 
not. It had been brewing for months. The 
men were starved, absolutely starved.” 

Hawthorne and Dr. Morton were released 
early this morning and came into the city to 
the Piedmont hotel, where a friend from New 
York waited. This friend took them for an 
auto ride over Atlanta and at 11 o’clock they 
boarded a train for New York. 

Following charges agalnst the prison man- 
agement made today by Julian Hawthorne 
and Dr. W. J. Morton, Congressman William 
Schley Howard of this district, who was 
called home by his mother’s {liness, declared 
that he would demand an immediate investi- 
gation of the federal prison.

A member of the dipomatic corps 
said the diplomatic representatives 
had recommended a temperate atti- 
tude im the matter of Mexice’s reply 
to Washington. 


V. S. DEFIED BY HUERTA. 
BY JOHN CALLAN OLAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Huerta, dictator of Mexico, has picked 
up the gauntlet thrown down yesterday by 
President Wilson. 

In spite of Mr. Wilson's declaration that 
he would not recognize any administration 
set up by the elections to be held on Oct. 26, 
Huerta, according to information recetved 
at the state department tonight, intends to 
carry out his program. Nelson O’Shaugh- 
nessy, chargé d'affaires at Mexico City, wires 
the department the text of a decree issued by 
Huerta prescribing the regulations under 
which elections for president, vice president, 
and members of congress will take place. 

It is apparent from Huerta'sdecree that he 
proposes to proceed, irrespective of the atti- 
tude of the United States. He has been told 
that this government will not recognize the 
result of the elections. He says in effect that 
he is not concerned at what the United States 
will do. He proposes to set up a government 
which he will claim is constitutional, and he 
will then leave it to this and other govern- 
ments to say whether they will recognize it 
or not. 


Wilson to Strengthen Policy. 
This action of Huerta adds another bit of 


“fuel to the Mexican conflagration. Th: sit- 


uation is regarded as so menacing that no 
one dare forecast what may be the outcome. 
Becauseof it, President Wilson has in con- 
templation the adoption of a more forceful 
policy than he has yet pursued. 

While opposed to intervention and hope- 
ful that events in Mexico will themselves 
work out a solution of the complicated sit- 
vation, he has about come to the conclusion 
chat it may be necessary to make a vigor 
ous assertion of American interest in the 
affairs of the neighboring country. 


It would eurprise no one should a large in- 


crease be made in the American fleet in Mex- 
ican waters, and It even has been suggested 
that he will dispatch twelve battieships to 
Vera Cruz to reinforce the four now in the 
vicinity of that port. 

If this should be done, an imposing dem- 
onstration of naval strength will be made 
which is certain to have an influence on 
Mexican public sentiment and serve as a 
notification to foreign governments that the 
United States will not tolerate their interven- 
tion in matters largely of moment to the 
western hemisphere. 

Threat by Huerta Fails, 

An augmentation of the naval forcein Mex- 
ican waters will be another biow at Huerta, 
since the latter has made it clear he objects 
to the presence even of the few ships now 
there. f 

The administration takes the view that it 
has a right to have warships at any points 
where American interests are threatened, 
and it will not abandon this right merely 
because of the protest of a self-created die- 
tator who desires to make capital through 
the observance of an anti-American policy. 
Moreover, there is grave: danger than ever 
of a military revolt in Mexico City, and should 
this occur the presence of a large force would 
be necessary. 

Huerta’s threats that H the ships be not 
withdrawn he will compel such action are 
regarded as foolish, for the simple reason 
he has no means at his disposal with which to 
carry out his threat. 

Will Ignore President Huerta. 

So far as Huerta is concerned, it is freely 

stated in administration circles that the pres- 


ident and Secretary Bryan will have nothing 


further to do with him, unless he should 
perpetrate outrages upon Americans and 
their interests. In this event he will be held

{| OF FALSE REPORT? 


Court of Impeachment at Al- 
bany Said to Have Found 
Governor Guilty by 
39 to 18 Vote. 


RUMOR STUNS FRIENDS. 


Hoped Peck Testimony Would 
Be Stricken from Record and 
Permit Delay Long 

Sought. 


Albany, N. T., Oct. 15.—[Special. }—Accora- 
Ing to seemingly accurate information that 
comes from the Impeachment court whose 
final deliberations are secret Gov. William 
Sulzer was found guilty tonight of having 
made a false statement of campaign con- 
tributions, the charge set forth in article 
1. The seven other articles will be taken up 
tomorrow. 

The vote reported was 89 to 18. The two- 
thirds required for conviction is 38. A change 
of 2 votes would have saved the governor. 

With article 1 disposed Sf, it is likely that 
the other articles will be taken up seriatim 
tomorrow. Of course a vote of guilty on 
any or all of the articles does not mean that 
the governor is removed from office. That 
ig a separate question to be decided next. 

If he is removed then will come @ final vote 
as to whether or not he shall be disqualified 
to hold any office of trust, honor, or profit 
under this state.“ 


How Vote Was Divided. 

Four Court of Appeals judges are said to 
have voted not guilty—Chief Judge Edgar M. 
Cullen (Democrat); Willard Bartlett, Demo- 
cratic nominee for chief judge; William B. 
Werner, Republican nominee for chief Judge, 
and Emery A. Chase (Republican). The five 
said to have been for conviction are William 
H. Cuddeback, John W. Hogan, and Freder- 
ick Ccillin, Democrats. and F. H. Hiscock 
and Nathan L. Miller, Republicans, 

Senator George H. Whitney of Elmira, Re- 
publican, and close friend of ex-Senator 
Edgar T. Brackett of counsel for the prose- 
cution, is in the list having stood for acquit- 
tal. Senator Walter R. Herrick (Democrat), 
a half-brother of D. Cady Herrick, captain 
of the defense, is also said to have voted not 
guilty. 

Impeachment Articles Stand. 

There was no separate ballot as to the va- 
lidity of impeachment articles 1, 2, and 6. 
Early in the trial Judge Herrick moved that 
these articles, all relating to campaign con- 
tributions. be struck out on the theory that 
the conduct of Mr: Sulzer before he became 
governor was not a ground for impeach- 
ment. Decision was reserved until the end 
of the trial. Most persons supposed that the 
court would vote on this just before deciding 
as to guilt or innocence. But it did not. 

It is understood that it was left to the mem 
bers of the court before answering the roll 
call in voting for conviction or acquittal to 
determine this problem for themselves. 

The court adjourned its private consulta- 
tion at 7 o’clock tonight to continue it at 
10:18 tomorrow morning. It had been in 
session two hours beyond the daily limit 
that it set for itself at the beginning of the 


trial. 
Peck’s Testimony Admitted. 


The way was paved for a vote onarticlel by 
a decision made public at3 o'clock that article 
4 was broad enough to inelude the testimony 
of Duncan W. Peck, state superintendent of 
public works, who swore that the governor 
when asked wha: Mr. Peck should do if the 
Frawley committee asked him about his $500 
contribution, replied, “ Do as 1 shall—deny 
8 

This announcement was made by President 
Cullen to the reporters at 8 o'clock. 

The reported vote which resulted in the 
decision that Mr. Peck’s testimony could be 
considered as indicating a separate offense 
under article 4, which accuses the governor 
of suppressing testimony, was 46 to 11. 

On an earlier ballot as to whether the court 
had the power to dménd article 4 in thie 
fashion the result was said to be 11 to 16 in 
favor of amendment. 


Prevents Any Possible Delay. 

The decision. announced by Judge Cullen 
in the brief interval between secret sessions 
meant that the assembly would not have to 
amend the impeachment articles, . 

It ended all possibility of delay, and en- 
abled the court to take up its long deferred 
task of deciding the future of the governor 
by voting on the merits of the case, begin- 
ning with article 1. 7 

Both decisions relating to the Peck testi- 
mony made the outlook seem dark for the 
governor. 

In announcing the will of the court that 
article 4 should be amended, President Cullen 
referred to the Peck testimony as the basis of 
a “eubstantial’ charge. Judge Werner 
corrected him, and Judge Cullen changed 
the word to “ substantive.” 


Sulzer’s Friends Hear Rumor. 

Just as the last few persons were leaving 
the capitol for the night three men, inward 
bound, attracted much notice. They were 
Chadsey and Samuel Bell Thomas, Gov. Sul- 
ters great friends, and Emil Koviak, the 
governor's bodyguard 

Mr. Sulzer refused to see callers, and would 
answer no telephone inquiries. It was said 
for him that he was still confident of acquit- 
tal and that he was in good health. This 
afternoon he went out as usual for an hour's 
automobile ride. 

The admission of the Peck testimony 
stunned the friends of the governor, who had 
hoped by ita rejection to delay the case.

Legal Acticn Will Cause More 
Delay; Burning of Factory 
Threatened. 


NO PERMANENT SOLUTION 


The city council, by a vote of 40 to 26, last 
night ordered the corporation counsel to 
condemn the plant of the Chicago Reduction 
company. Almost immediately afterward 
the aldermen refused to suspend the rules to 
consider an order to gain immediate posses- 
sion of the. plant. Thirty-six favored the 
seizure idea, to 28 against it, but the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote for suspension of the 
rules was lacking. 

It was predicted by Ald. Cullerton that it 
will take six months or more to condemn the 
property. In the meantime the garbage will 
be treated and placed in clayholes un- 
less the reduction company voluntarily a- 
cepts the city’s refuse. 


New Obstacles Arise. 


Another possible complication to block the 
speedy acquisition of the plant may be the. 
appropriation. This was made on July $0 
last from the “ miscellanecus receipts” of. 
the city and the legality of that has been 
questioned. In ad@ditien Ald. Martin and 
Carr of the Fifth ward, in which the plant ls 
located, declared emphatically after the 
meeting that the plant will not again operate 
if they can find a sufficient legaireason for 
blocking It. 

Earlier in the evening Ald. Martin asserted 
publicly that the plant will be “ burned down 
if necessary.“ 

Officially no garbage has been collected . 
since Oct. L Promise was made again yes- 
terday that the collection will be “ resumed 
tomorrow.” Ne place u available exespt 
clayholes, 


Value Fixed at $133,119, 

In order to condemn the plant the city must 
first make a tender of a fair price. This 
amount the council fixed at $133,1.4 on the 
recommendation of Col. Henry A. Allen, con- 
sulting engineer of the city. He reported to 
the council two weeks ago that it was worth 
$208,582 on Aug. 81. 

The difference in value, he explained. is 
due to the temporary utility of the plant. 
which he now holds the plant has lost His 
$133.000 is. composes of $112,488 for land. 
$12,374 for interest on investment while 3 
plant could be built, and $4,260 for the plant 
scrapped, 

The fight for and against the 3 
tion of the plant was staged before 300 resi- 
dents of the Twenty-sixth and Twenty-sev- 
enth wards, who went to the city hall in 
special chartered street cars. A large part 
of the crowd was composed of women, many 
of whom wore badges of the Citizens’ Pro- 
tective league, recently organized in the 
Twenty-seventh ward to protest against the 
use of clayholes for garbage depositories. 


Galleries Applaud Speakers. 

Every alderman who spoke against the use 
of clay pits received the applause of the 
galleries. Ald. Martin was given a chorus of 
boohs when he asserted there is not a house 
within @ mile of the Twenty-sixth ward clay

The test was made in a small boiler. A 
wheelbarrow load of garbage was dumped in- 
side, several water pitcherfuls of chemical 
was poured in, the tank made air tight, and 
steam turned inside. In about half an hour 
some of the liquid was drawn off. The con- 
sensus of noses said it emelt more like pickles 
with weak vinegar than anything else. 

After another wait the small vat was 
opened. Some then eaid the odor was like 
baked apples, and others like a cheese with 
a Russian name.” 


Flavors and Sugar Made. 

Dr. Hirsch expieined that from the result- 
ing fluid strawberry and raspberry flavors 
could be obtained, also phosphate such as is 
served at soda fountains; ammonia for fer- 
tilizer, grape sugar from which alcohol cap 
be made, and a material for making paper. 

By this process byproducts worth $120 a 
ton of garbage can be obtained, instead of 
$6 to 88,“ said Dr. Hirsch. 

It was the opinion of those who would com- 
ment on the experiment that it should be 
conducted with two or four tons of garbage 
before any one should express hie view.

City, County, and State Officials 
„Hold Highway Session. 


WILL TURN IN WHEEL. TAX. 


Chicago Expects to Give Fund for In- 
provements.

City, county, and state officials interested 


in the good roads movement in Illinois met 


last .night as guests of the Associated Roads 

organizations. The result of their meeting 
was a confirmation of the decision reached 
by members of the county board at Detroit 

two weeks ago that at least four and prob- 

ably five roads in Cook county would be per- 

manently improved next year. 

Lawrence E. McGann, commissioner of 
public works, promised that portion ef the 
wheel tax known as the mayor's fund would 
be expended in improving the streets within 
Chicago to maintain the continuity of the im- 
provement without the city brought about 
by the county board. 


Roads to Be Improved. 

County Commissioners Board and Gard 
named the following roads as being most 
likely to be selected for improvement: 

Milwaukee avenue, city limits to county line. 

Twelfth street, city limits to Hinadule. 

Halsted street, city limits to Chicago Heighta. 

Western avenue, city limits to Homewood. 

Archer road, city limits to Argo via Summit. 

8. E. Bradt, speaking for the state high- 
way commission, said the commission prob- 
ably would indorse this list. C. R. Hartley, 
repretenting Du Page county, practically 
insured the selection of Twelfth street for 
improvement by announcing “his county 
would expend $70,000 or more, if necessary. 
to carry a continuation of Twelfth street 
through Du Page county next year. 


Roads to Be of Concrete. 

Mr. Board said thé committee had decided 
all improvements must be made with con- 
creté. It ig planned, he said, to build a con- 
crete road on Milwaukee avenue 18 feet wide, 
with a two foot shoulder of macadam on each 
side.

RITUAL MURDER 


Russ Agent Charged with 
Poisoning Two Children 
Who Accysed Beilis. 


FEARED A RECANTATION? 


Witnesses Assert Jew Was Not 
: Near Point Where Young Yu-. 
shinsky Was Slain. 


| KIEFFP, Russia, Oot. 15.—The examination 
ot witnesses was continued today in the trial 
of Mendel Beilts, accused of having commit- 
ted a ritual murder.“ 

Detective Pelletchuk, who was prominent 
in the early investigation into the murder of 
the boy, Andrew Yushineky, in testifying vir- 
tuelly charged Krassovsky, the former head 
of the Kieff detective service, with poisoning 
eugene Tcheberiak and his little sister, Vai- 
entine, who, it was alleged, had seen Beilis 
b Gragging off Yushinsky and who had placed 
their testimony to this effect on record. 

He said he believed that both died from eat- 
ing. cakes which had been given to them by 
. Krassovaky, the idea being to get them out of 
the way so they could not change their testi- 
mony. 


Wo Mention of Beilis in Report. 

Krassovsky, as inspector of police, was 
engaged in the case, and in a report drawn 
up months ago gave it as his opinion that the 
killing had been done by a band of crim!nals, 
the head of which wae Vera Tcheberiak, 
mother of the two children, Eugene and Val- 
éntine. 

Part of Polistchuk’s testimony was direct- 
ed against a previous witness named Shneer- 
son, with the apparent object of implicating 
Shneerson in the murder. His evidence in- 
eluded. stories of Jews of princely blood 
residing in the lodgings of Beilis and similar 
incidents. 

During his examination the court adjourned 
twenty minutes to allow him to go outelde to 
smoke a cigaret, which he said would relieve 
the Hlness from which he was suffering. 


Good Witness for Beilis. 

Shneerson, a Jewish hay dealer, who served 
in the Japanese war, was examined earlier: 
He is a young man of good appearance and 
testified without hesitat on, in striking con- 
trast to Polistchuk. He lived near the brick 
works where Beilis was employed and was in 
the habit of taking his meals with him. He 
declared that he had not seen Yushinsky 
around the brick works. The first knowledge 
he had of the murder was from the news- 
papers. 

Questioned regarding testimony given by 
Vera Tcheberiak’s daughter, Ludmilla, that 
the children went to Beilis’ house to get milk. 
he replied that it was not true, as Beilis had 
no cows in 1911, the year of the muréer. 

A brother of Beilis declared that Bellis had 
sold his cows before 1011 in order to pay his 
debts, — 

M. Zaiteff, president of the brick works 
where Bellis was employed, testified that the 
profits from the business, in accordance with 
his grandfather’s will, were devoted to thé 
upkeep-of a Jewish surgical hospital

The manager of the brickworks testified 
that Beilis was engaged in his regular em- 
ployment on the day of the murder, which 
was not a holiday. 


Condemn Ritual Murder Trial. 
New York, Oct. 15.—The ritual murder trial 
at Kleff, Russia, was condemned in a reso~ 
lution adopted today by the house o depu- 
ties, the joint clerical and lay body of the 
Protestant Episcopal church, at the trien- 
nial general convention. 

The Episcopalians also took steps to amend 
their prayer book by eliminating the passage 
in the Good Friday collect where Jews are 
classed with “ infidels, Turks, and hereties.“ 

In presenting the resolution regarding the 
Kleff trial the Rev. Dr. William T. Man- 
ning, rector of Trinity chureh, New York, 
said: 

Jews in this city are deeply moved by 
this matter. Jewish brethren have ‘asked 
me to bring before this convention a pro- 
test, voicing the sentiments contained in a 
petition signed in England by the archbishop 
of Canterbury and by many bishops, clergy, 
and laymen of the church.“ 


Gist of the Resolution. 

The resolution said: 

We call upon the archbishops, bishops, 
and other members of the holy orthodox east- 
ern church of Russia to make formal pro- 
nouncement that charges of so-called ‘ rit- 
val murders’ are without foundation or jus- 
tification in the teachings and practice of 
the religion of Israel. 

We remind them that in the early days 
of Christianity similar charges were made 
by igrorance and superstition against our 
own most holy religion.”

He tinds it impossible to re- 
gard otherwise than as an act of bad faith 
toward the United States Huerta’s course 
in dissolving the congress and arresting 
the deputies. 

It is not only a violation of constitu- 
tional guaranties, but destroys all possi- 
bility of a free ana fair election. The 
president beli@ves an election held at this 
time under the conditions existing would 
have none of the sanction with which law 
surrounds the ballot and that the result, 
therefore, could not be regarded as rep- 
resenting the wift of the people. 

The president would not feel justified in 

‘accepting the results of such an election 
or in recognlznig the president so chosen. 
It was intimated that no reply is expected 
to these representations. Mr. O'Shaughnessy 
is said to have given a hint to the Huerta 
government to this effect. 
Whether a rely is made or not, the United 
Btates will expect that its demands for the 
protection of Americans and their interests 
and the safeguarding of the lives of the im- 
prisoned deputies shall be observed. 


May Withdraw Recognition. 
It is suggested that Huerta’s action fur- 
nishes an excuse for Great Britain and other 
sountries which recognized the provisional 
government of Huerta to change their pol- 
icies and to announce that they will not treat 
with him on the basis of a sovereign in the 
exercise of the powers of a sovereign. Such 
refusal. would be a serious blew to Huerta 
as it would make it more difficult than ever 
for him to obtain money with which to pay 
his running expenses. 
The United States has advised the foreign 
powers of their objections to Huerta and to 
the government which he proposes to create 
by the elections of Oct. 26, and it is believed 
here that those governments have given in- 
structions to their representatives in Mexico 
City which will be the basis for the decision 
reached. 
This much is known: That all the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps are in accord 
with President Wilson so far as concerns the 
protection of the imprisoned deputies, The 
Spanish minister, as dean of the corps, went 
so far as to make representations to Huerta 
in their behalf. 


Doubt on Future Events. 
High officials admit they are all at sea as 
to what will happen next in Mexico. Some 
reports have it that the Mexican federal 
army is divided and that Huerta will find 
himself attacked by a section of the men 
under his command. . Others are to the effect 
that the army will remain solidly behind 
him, ~ 
A military revolt undoubtedly would clear 
the atmosphere so far as the United States 
and the constitutionalists are concern&. 
Under the circumstances there is nothing for 
the administration to do save to reinforce 
the fleet in Mexican waters and to hope for 
developments which will result in the expul- 
sion of Huerta. 5 * 
President Wilson does not intend to pro- 
vide the latter with any loopholes by which 
he can escape from the situation he has cre- 
ated. and therefore has not suggested ny- 
thing to Huerta which !t was desired for him 
to do, yond the protection of Americans 
and safeguarding of the lives of the impris- 
oned deputies. 


CRISIS If ONLY DELAYED. 
Mexico City, Oct. 15.—That the crisis in the 
relations between Mexico, and the United 
States, which was almost reached yesterday, 
is only temporarily delayed, is the general 
feeling here tonight among Mexicans and 
foreigners.

To many it would be no surprise should 
Mexico return to a conciliatory attitude, 
The impression which is gaining ground that 
other nations are inclined to fall in line with 
the Washington administration in the matter 
of future policy toward Mexico, it is argued, 
may tend to cause the Mexican officials to 
seek some ground on which they can with 
dignity meet Washington half way toward 
an adjustment of the strained relations. 
„At the same time it is acknowledged that 
the accomplishment of this would be diffi- 
cult, since the only recourse is the holding 
of the elections or the retention of the presi- 
dency by Gen. Huerta, either of which would 
be equally distasteful to the United States. 
It is.regarded as extremely improbable that 
Gen. Huerta will release the deputies and 
restore them to their functions, which ap- 
pears to be the only alternative. 

The deputies are still in the penitentiary 
and processes in the civil courts are being 
prepared against many of them. They are 
allowed to receive aid from friends, although 
thus far they have not been permitted to 
communicate with the outside world, 


Four Supreme Judges Resign? 

It is reported that four judges of the Su- 
preme court have resigned. 

Official reports received here describe two 
battles in which more than a hundred rebels 
were killed. During a thirty-six hour en- 
gagement, which began on Monday near El 
Patrero, in Sinaloa, sixty-four were killed 
and many more wounded. The rebels fled 
pursued by cavalry. ' .

The ‘warrant is said to be the first of ita 
kind ever served in the United States.

Maass was taken from his special train here 
and made to appear before United States 
Commissioner Edwards. He was released 
under $5,000 bond. Late this afternoon he 
left with his staff of eighteen officers for 
Laredo, Tex., where he intends to recross into 
Mexico.

STATE TROOPS ENTER GUAYMAS.

Justice Mapa is taken from the Supreme 
court of the islands and given the secretary- 
ship of finance and justice on the commission. 
Mapa is a member of the Progresista party, 
the more conservative of the two leading 
political organizations of the islands, and a 
lawyer of marked ability. His standing in 
the community is high. 

Rafael Palma, who was a member of the 
old commission, has been reappointed, and 
the other three members are Vicerite Singson, 
Jaime De Veyra, and Assemblyman II- 
lustre. 


Follows Out Old Policies, 

A careful examination of the administra- 
tion's policy as outlined at Manila by Gov. 
Gen. Harrison at the time of his inaugura- 
tion shows that except in the proposal to give 
the Filipinos a majority of the upper house of 
the legislature there has been no rea! depar- 
ture from the policy originally laid down by 
President McKinley and carried out by the 
two presidents who succeeded him. 

The Jones bill fixing a definite date for the 
election of anindependent Philippine govern- 
ment and the complete withdrawal of the 
United States has been abandoned and there 
hag been substituted a determination to work 
constructively for the future of the Philip- 
pines and to test out step by step any changes 
that are made. If the concessions granted 
are abused or if the new government proves 
inefficient it is within the power of the admin- 
istration to remove the men to whom it has 
extended ite confidence and restore the gov- 
ernment to entire American control.

Has Method; May Prove Cure. 


MAKES USE OF THE X-RAY. 


Medical Society, Told of Remedy, Will 
Watch Experiment Closely. 


Before the Chicago Medical society last 


and for years connected with the Post Grad- 
uate Medica! school and hospital, set forth 
the facts in his postession on a discovery 
he believes he has made in study of cancer. 

He told of a five weeks’ treatment of a 
woman suffering from an advanced growth, 
the treatment consisting entirely of injec- 
tions of a quinine solution. He did rot con- 
tend he had proved it a cure, but simply that 
the solution alleviated and to all appearances 
terminated the disease at a particular seat 
of growth. His patient, a woman of 60 years, 
he presented for examination. 

The physicians and surgeons present 
showed keen interest in Dr. Reichmann’s 
discussion and in examination of the patient. 
Reserved in their comments, they indicated a 
belief that something had been accomi- 
plished. The value of the treatment, they 
pointed out, could not be ascertained until 
the passage of a long period, probably three 
years. 

Tells Woman’s Improvement. 

“To begin with I injected eight grams of 
quinine with 100 grams of distilled 
water into the tissues,” Dr. Reichm nn raid 
in explaininog the treatment. “Thess I 
brought the X-ray machine Into play, whicn 
was made radio-active by maus of the 
Roetgen rays after the injection. 

“ There were signs of improvement and I 
continued the treatment. In all I injected 
the liquid a dozen times, using the X-rays 
each time. 

My patient, at first unable to move her 
arm, after a few treatments found she was 
able to raise it above her head. Now she 
has good use of it. , a 

“I do not maintain that I have found a 
cure. But to all appearawe<e the wound 
in her breast is cured, for there is no dis- 
charge and she appears to be in good 
health. 


Case Will Be Watched Closely. 

“I will watch this case closely, for it 
means much to science if after all these years 
we have found something to stay the rav- 
ages of that terrible disease. I am hope- 
ful.“ 

Dr. Charles M. Parkes, secretary of the 
Chicago Medical society and cancer special- 
ist, expressed a lively interest.

PROTESTS AGAINST ENTRY. 


Militants in England and Scotland Get

Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—[Special.]— 
The department of labor is being deluged 
with communications relative to the admis- 
sion or exclusion of Mrs. Emmeline Pank- 
hurst. 

Heated protests against her admission 
make up the great part of the daily mail of 
the officials of the immigration bureau in 
Washington, in spite of their repeated asser- 
tions that the decision lies with the authori- 
ties at Ellis island. 

Only in the event that an appeal is taken 
from the verdict of the special board of in- 
quiry, before which Mrs. Pankhurst undoubt- 
edly will be requested to appear, will the 
question of her admission come before the 
commissioner general of immigration and the 
secretary of the department of labor. 


Appeal May Be Necessary, 
The law specifically excludes those found 
guilty of crimes involving moral turpitude, 
and the question which must be decided by 


the breaking of a window in the house of 
the prime minister of England and her many 
political speeches in advocacy of militant 
methods on the part.of English women in 
their campaign for the franchise constitute 
moral turpitude within the meaning of the 
law. 

If the board of inquiry decides that ſt does, 
the question undoubtedly will be brought be- 
fore the secretary of labor by appeal. 

It has been suggested that in this evént 
Mrs. Pankhurst might be admitted under 
bond, as was done in the case of Marie Lloyd, 
the English music hall singer, in order to 
permit the famous suffraget to fill the lecture 
engagements already made for her in this 
country.

Difficulties between two organizations of 
painters stopped work on practically all of 
the new buildings tn Chicago yesterday. 
About 1,000 painters and glaziers went on

The men quit work without warning to the 
contractors, but little inconvenience will re- 
sult. C. W. Gindele, president of the Build- 
ing Construction Employers’ association, said 
last night most of the painting for this year 
had been completed and no serious incon- 
venience will be felt by the contractors. 

Several weeks ago the Painters’ District 
council withdrew from the Building Trades 
council because of objections to the adminis- 
tration of President Simon O’Donnell. 

Another organization was formed to replace 
the painters’ unions that withdrew and the 
members of the new union were given work 
on many large contracts. That caused the 
strike of the old union men, according to the 
leaders. 

Three large buildings are affected by the 
strike. They are Continental and Commer- 
cial National Bank building, Marshall Field 
building, and Conway building. Joseph B. 
Noelle, a painting contractor, said the con- 
tractors would have little difficulty complet- 
ing their contracts.

CALLS IT BRYAN VICTORY. 


Passage First Step Toward Chang- 
ing Form of Government to 
_Autocracy, He Says.

New York, Oct. 15 ~Former Senator Nel- 
gon W. Aldrich of Rhode island tonight at- 
tecked the Wilson administration currency 
bill now before congress, which he declared 
embodied the theories of William J. Bryan. 

He ‘denounced the bill as unsound, social- 
fatic, and revolutionary, characterizing it as 
an “endeavor to secure, by partisan legisla- 
tion, the triumph of the doctrines and prin- 
ciples which had received the repeated con- 
demnation of the American people at the 
polls.“ 

He quoted from Woodrow Wuson's writing 
to indicate that the president, in his earlier 
days, had entertained beliefs n to 
provisions of the bill. 

“If the house bill should be „. into — 
law,” Mr. Aldrich asserted, “Mr. Bryan will 
have achie~ed the purpose for which he has 
been contending for a decade.“ 

Mr. Aldrich’s speech was delivered at the 
closing session of the national conference 
on currency reform. He made no reference 
to the so-called Aldrich plan for currency 
reform. e opposed many features of the 
Glass-Owen currency bill, but directed his 
strongest criticism at the provision dealing 
with the issue of government notes and pro- 
viding for a central government board with 
supervision over the system as a whole, 

The proposals with reference to note is- 
guess, Mr. Aldrich said, are radical and 
revolutionary in their character and at vari- 
ance with = the accepted canons of nen 
law.“ 

cites “Big Stick” Work. 

Mr. Aldrich said that extreme pressure 
was being brought to bear upon congress to 
enact the administration bill and that the 
reason given was that tne adoption of the 
bill was necessary to fufill promises made by 
the Democratic party. . 

The theory that the United States’should 
issue currency in the form of its promises to 
pay, Mr. Aldrich declared, is a populistic 
doctrine. It had no standing as a Democratic 
party principle until the advent of Mr. Bryan 
as its nominee for the presidency in 1896. 
It was injected into the party platform in 
spite of the protests and against the votes of 


the men who had been most prominent in the 


party councils, men who advocated loyalty 

to the policies and principles to which the 

party had adhered throughout its existence. 
Socialistic in Its Tendencies, 

Mr. Aldrich referred to the bill as socialis- 
tic in its tendencies. 

This is, I think,’ he added, the first at - 
tempt to give a government board the right 
to manage a great business which is more 
important in its intimate relations to all the 
people than any other. If the attempt is suc- 
cessful it will becthe first and most impor- 
tant step toward changing our form of gov- 
ernment from a democracy to an autocracy. 
No imperial government in Europe would 
venture to suggest, much less enact, legisla- 
tion of this kind. 

“The creation of this board ts clearly a 

favorable response to socialistic demands.“

The woman shook her head, her face flush- 
ing. “I will never live with him again,’ 
she declared. One of the court investigators 
whispered to the judge.

Perhaps in that time,”—J udge alir 
nodded to the young woman—* you will 
have forgiven your husband and go back 
to him.”

Sonsteby Suggests Future Policies, 
In the sixteen closely written pages of his 
report Mr. Sonsteby made a number of sug- 


gestions in regard to the ruture policy of the

Mr. Sonsteby would like to see an employ- 
ment bureau for students of commercial edu- 
cation. The bureau would be managed by 
the board of education, codperating with the 
Association of Commerce.

The report asks for »eriodical meetings of 
the teachers of commercial education, for 
the establishment of courses of lectures by 
business men to be given to both teachers 
and students, and for some arrangement with 
business and industrial concerns whereby 
students may make visits of observation and 
investigation to such houses during business 
hours.

spondence between commercial classes in 
different schools.

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DRAINAGE CANAL HELPED 


PURIFY CHICAGO’S WATER. 


U. 8. Bulletin Points Out That System 
Also Reduced Percentage of Deaths 
from Typhoid Fever. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 15.—[{Special.J— 
Chicago’s water supply is discussed in a 
bulletin issued today wy the United States 
geological survey on the purification of pub- 
lic water supplies. 

While the lake water now used by Chicago 
is still polluted to some extent, according 
to the bulletin, the building of the driinage 
canal has resulted in carrying off much of 
the sewage formerly deposited in Lake Michi- 
gan. The operation of this canal likewise 
has reduced the percentage of deaths due 
to typhoid fever in Chicago. 

Prior to the building of the canal the num- 
ber of deaths from typhoid ran as high as 
90 for each 100,000 in population. For the 
last five years the number has averaged 16. 
The reduction followed immediately after the 
canal was opened. Since the opening of the 
canal there has been as little of the fever in 
Chicago as in any other city in the country.

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The English Oyster. 


HE oyster in England is almost a person- 

ality. Humor, joy, earnestness, pictur- 

esqueness, tender personal regard, all 

center around the English oyster, and the 

word has now and again appeared on 
tombstones. -“‘ Sdmehow or other there is some- 
thing intimate in one's relations with an 
oyster,” one Englishman says. 

Dr. Kitchiner, who wrote one of the most 
famous. and many editioned cook books at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, says: 

“ Those who wish to enjoy this delicious re- 
storative in its utmost perfection must eat it 
at the moment it is opened, with its own gravy 
in the under shell; if not eaten absolutely alive, 
its flavor and spirit are lost.” 

— 


Even the great Huxley gave the favorite defi- 
nition of the oyster as “a delicious flash of 
gustatory lightning.” All the writers on this 
food emphasize the fact that the oyster is best 
in its own juice. 

Of course every home and every shop in Eng- 
land has a fireplace, so anywhere oysters could 
be cooked as follows, for which fire might be 
substituted the gas broiler without great loss: 

OYSTERS IN THEIR OWN JUICE.— With 
the tongs place half a dozen oysters, mouths 
outward, between the red hot coals of the par- 
lor or dining room fire—the deep shell must be 
at the bottom—and the oysters will be cooked 
in a few minutes, or when the shells gape wide. 
Pull them out with the tongs and insert a fresh 
batch. No pepper, vinegar, or lemon juice is 
necessary as an adjunct, and the oyster never 
tastes better.

“Oysters A la Mode, or the Oyster and Over 
One Hundred Ways of Cooking It,” says: 

“Personally I agree with the many who con- 
sider oysters are best when served in their 
homely shell; but there are many who prefer 
them in gorgeous and fancy dresses.” 

In no other collection of recipes can one find 
more ways of serving the oyster in its shell 
than in this one, and here are some of them: 

BAKED OYSTERS.—“ Mix three tablespoons 
of finely grated bread crumbs with half a salt- 
spoonful of white pepper,and a grate of nut- 
meg. Beard a dozen Gysters; dip them in 
beaten egg; rolk them in seasoned crumbs; put 
each one in its lower shell, and lay a small 
plece of butter upon it. Place the oysters in 
the oven for a few minutes, until they are quite 
hot. Before serving squeeze a little lemon juice 
over them.” 

BOILED OYSTERS WITH BUTTER.—" Wash 
the shells carefully; throw them into a sauce- 
pan of boiling water, and let them boil quickly 
for three or four minutes; then take them up, 
and serve in shells with melted butter.” 

OYSTERS BROILED.—“ Take a dozen oys- 
ters: open them, and leave them in the deep 
shell. Place a little butter upon each, with a 
pinch of salt and cayenne and half a teaspoon- 
ful of lemon juice. Put the shells on the grid- 
fron over a clear but not fierce fire, and boil 
them for there minutes. Serve them neatly ar- 
ranged on a folded nkpkin. Serve with brown 
bread and butter.” '

The metal or silver skewer plays a great role 
in fine cookery in several countries, and com- 
mon cvokery accomplishes the same thing with 
a wooden skewer when it is a method of cook- 
ing rather than garnishing. The cooking ‘of

oysters wrapped in bacon, variously called pigs 
in Dlankets, oysters in a bed, etc., is after this 
manner, as is the following of the De Salis 
recipes: 

OYSTER KABOBS.—" Blanch the oysters in 
two waters, and drain them. Put into a stew- 
pan some chopped onions, mushrooms, and par- 
sley, with butter and a little flour, and stir in 
enough yolks of eggs to make the mixture 
adhere to the oyster., Take some silver skew- 
ers, string about six oysters on each, the sauce 
adhering to the oysters and setting around 
them. Treat with bread crumbs and eggs so 
that the skewers look like a sausage, and fry a 
golden brown.” 

The French do not make half as much of the 
oyster as the English. It is simply one of the 
many bivalves they use in cooking, chopping it 
and mixing it with many other ingredients, and 
often serving it in a scallop shell. This is the 
origin of scalloped oysters, which has 
simplified as to ingredients until hardly reoog- 
nizable. In England this is what. scalloped 
oysters means: 

SCALLOPED OYSTERS (Mrs. Beeton).— 
“Twelve large or eighteen small dysters, two 
or three tablespoons of thick white sauce, lemon 
juice, white bread crumbs, butter, pepper, and 
salt. Blanch the oysters in their own liquor; 
remove the beards, and cut them in halves. 
Strain the liquor into the white sauce: boil 
until sufficiently reduced; then add lemon juice, 
salt, and pepper to taste. Brush eight or nine 
scallop shells over with nearly cold, clarified 
butter, and coat with bread crumbs. Distribute 
the oysters equally; add the prepared sauce; 
cover lightly with bread crumbs; put two or 
three morsels of butter on the top of each: bake 
in a quick oven until brown. Serve hot.”

Farmers Sell Stored Wheat. 

The reports from the northwest indicated 
farmers were beginning to sell stored wheat, 
and while country receipts were reported 
light, arivals at terminal markets are still 
liberal, although smaller than a year ago. 
by a big margin. Minneapolis and Duluth 
had 665 cars, against 1,080 cars a year ago. 
Winnipeg arrivals continue enormous, 1.296 
cars, against 991 cars a year ago. 2 

Minneapolis wheat stocks increased 600,000 
bp for four days, and there was a fair de- 
mand there for cash wheat.
